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1 . G-77 DECISION ON A RESUMED SESSION - 

RELIABLE SOURCES INDICATED THE G-77 DECIDED IN PRINCIPLE 
THEY WOULD KEEP OPEN AGENDA ITEM 66 (DEVELOPMENT AND INTERNA- 
TIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION: IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS 
ADOPTED BY THE SEVENTH SPECIAL GA) IN ORDER TO ALLOW FOR A 
POSSIBLE RESUMED SESSION OF THE 31ST GA IN 1977. THE PURPOSE 
OF THE SESSION WOULD BE TO REVIEW THE RESULTS OF THE CONFERENCE 
ON INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION IN PARIS. THE MODALITIES

2. GENEVA MANAGEMENT PROBLEM - 

SECRETARIAT RESISTANCE TO THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON GENEVA 
MANAGEMENT PROBLEMS EMERGED AT A LATE HOUR. AND HAS REQUIRED 
COMPROMISE REFORMULATIONS OF PARAGRAPHS DEALING WITH THE 
DELEGATION OF RESPONSIBILITY AND AUTHORITY TO THE UN GENEVA 
OFFICE. CIRCULATION OF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WITH CANADA AS 
SOLE SPONSOR CAUSED EMBARRASSMENT FOR ASYG DAVIDSON AS IT 
CREATED IMPRESSION HE HAD INSPIRED IT, AND HE REACTED BY 
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PRESSURING CANADIANS TO DELETE IN THEIR ENTIRETY BOTH PREAM- 
BULAR PARAGRAPH 6 AND OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 7 AND BY ENLISTING 
INFLUENTIAL COMMITTEE 5 REPRESENTATIVES OF TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
AND ALGERIA IN HIS SUPPORT. IN HASTY CONSULTATIONS WITH SECRE- 
TARIAT REPRESENTATIVES AND CANADIAN DELEGATION COMMON GROUND 
WAS FOUND TENTATIVELY IN REFORMULATIONS OF THE TWO PARAGRAPHS 
IN QUESTION WHICH, WHILE A FALL BACK, REPRESENT MAXIMUM 
CONSENSUS WITHIN THE SECRETARIAT WHICH CAN BE EXACTED AT THIS 
TIME. THE QUESTION AT ISSUE IS THE DEGREE OF RESPONSIBILITY 
AND AUTHORITY TO BE PLACED IN THE HANDS OF THE GENEVA

FOLLOWING GA ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION ON COOPERATION AND

COMMUNICATIONS FOR SOCIAL PROGRESS AND DEVELOPMENT, USDEL 
ASKED THE INDONESIAN DELEGATE, WHO WAS SPOKESMAN FOR THE CO- 
SPONSORS, WHETHER THEY ENVISIONED THAT THE END RESULT OF UN 
ATTENTION WOULD BE A NEW UN TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM OR 
WHETHER THEY HAD SOMETHING LESS CONCRETE IN MIND. THE INDON- 
ESIANS SAID THEY HAD BEEN WORKING ON THAT INFORMALLY FOR

HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS, DURING DISCUSSION OF AGENDA FOR JANUARY

WOULD BE ABLE TO ESTABLISH CONSTRUCTIVE DIALOGUE IN 1977.
